The  3ritish  market  for  American  apples  during  the  past  week  as  re- 
flected by  the  Liverpool  auction  of  Wednesday,  March  23.  was  characterized 
by  heavy  supplies  of  both  bored  and  barreled  varieties  with  rather  steady 
pi  ices  for  barreled  stcck  but  with  weakening  prices  for  boxed  lines,  ac- 
cording to  a  cable  received  from  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department Ts  Fruit 
Spscialist  in  Europe.    While  prices  paid  for  most  barreled  varieties  were 
slightly  higher  than  those  prevailing  last  week;  the  barreled  apple  market 
in  general  is  in  a  state  of  stagnation  due  to  over  supplies  and  the  generally 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  fruit.    The  downward  tendency  in  prices 
cuoted  on  bexed  varieties  is  dae  largely  to  the  heavy  supplies  that  have 
recently  been  arriving  from  the  pacific  ITorthwest  via  the  Panama  Canal. 

Cae  of  the  features  of  the  Liverpool  auction  this  week  was  the  liberal 
supply  ot  boxed  Baldwins  from  Massachusetts  which  sold  moderately  at  from  $2.07 
to  $2.3.3  for  Fancy  grades,  sizes  150  and  larger.    Moderate  supplies  of  boxed 
Yellow  liewtowns  from  Virginia  were  likewise  offered,  these  selling  moderately 
at  from  $1.89  to  $2. IS  for  Combination  (Extra  Fancy  and  Fancy),  150  and 
larger. 

All  barreled  stock  with  the  exception  of  Massachusetts  Baldwins  was 
in  variable  to  poor  condition.    New  York  Ben  Davis  and  Virginia  Yellow  Kaw- 
towns  were  only  in  light  supply.    While  there  was  a  moderate  demand  for  the 
Sewtowns  at  From  $6.33  to  $5.57  per  barrel  against  $5.35  to  $6.08  last  week, 
the  Ben  Davis  sold  slowly  at  from  $4.38  to  $4.81  as  against  $4.14  to  $4.39 
last  week.     Supplies  of  Hew  York  Rhode  Island  Greenings  and  Virginia  Wine- 
saps  were  liberal  and  sold  moderately  at  from  $5.11  to  $5.47  per  barrel. 
The  New  York  Fihode  Island  Greenings  are  showing  some  scald.    Last  week  Green- 
ingg  ranged  from  $4.8?  to  $5.35  and  Winesaps  from  $3.89  to  $4.38  per  barrel. 
New  York  Baldwins  were  in  moderate  supply  but  sold  slowly,  A-2|  inch  sizes 
in  good  condition  ranging  from  $4.62  to  $4.87  per  barrel  as  against  $4.38  to 
$4.87  at  the  auction  of  the  preceding  week.    Many  of  the  lew  York  Baldwins 
were  in  inferior  condition  and  sold  at  from  $3.41  to  453.83  per  barrel,  which 
is  equivalent  to  only  about  $2.00  to  $2.45  per  barrel  f.o.b.  Rochester. 
Oregon  Yellow  Few  towns  and  Washington  Winesaps  are  in  heavy  supply.    Most  of 
the  Oregon  Newt  owns  are  unattractive  on  account  of  blemishes  and  decay.  The 
demand,  however,  was  active  for  fruit  in  good  condition,  Extra  Fancy,  sizes 
163/175  having  been  keenly  competed  for  at  from  $3.59  to  $3.77  per  box.  The 
demand  for  Washington  Winesaps,  on  the  other  hand,  was  very  slow,  Extra  Fancy 
fruit  in  good  condition  ranging  from  $3.04  to  $3.28  compared  with  $3.16  f 
$3.41  last  week. 

Florida,  grapefruit  brought  from  $4.38  to  $5.23  per  box  compared  with 
$4.14  to  $5.20  last  week.     The  first  shipments  from  the  1927  crop  of  New  Zea- 
land apples  are  beginning  to  reach  British  markets,  states  Mr.  Smith.  Ship- 
ments in  volume,  however,  are  not  expected  for  two  or  three  weeks.     The  Copen- 
hagen apple  market  has  shown  a  decided  slump  for  both  barreled  and  boxed  var- 
ieties.    Supplies,  however,  are  only  moderate.
